NATIVE  AMERICAN  BEARDLESS  IRISES 

Three  years  of  collecting,  growing  and  studying  the  Native  Southern 
Irises  shows  them  to  be  hardy  here  and  certainly  removes  any  question  as 
to  their  beauty  and  value  as  garden  subjects.  They  grow  best  if  about  three 
inches  of  peat  moss  or  leaf  mold  be  worked  into  the  soil  and  better  bloom 
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will  result  from  mulching  lightly;  three  inches  of  peat  moss  immediately 
around  the  shoots  has  proven  best  and  it  should  not  be  removed  too  early  in 
spring.  They  like  food  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  exhaust  the  fertility 
of  the  ground.  For  all  Irises  and  Peonies  we  find  1000  pounds  of  5-10-5  per 
acre  in  late  summer  and  300  pounds  of  Sodium  Nitrate  per  acre  in  spring 
answer  the  purpose  well.  Work  into  the  soil.  An  acre  contains  43,560  sq. 
ft.  or  4,840  sq.  yds.  The  Irises  spread,  plant  three  feet  apart. 

In  discovering  and  classifying  these  Irises,  Dr.  Small  and  Mr.  Alexander 
have  made  one  of  the  greatest  contributions  to  Floriculture  in  a  century  and 
their  work  is  far  from  done. 

Over  the  ages  Nature  has  done  all  the  indiscriminate  hybridizing  that 
is  advisable  and  has  given  us  a  wide  diversification  of  color,  size,  height  and 
form.  Nevertheless,  study  reveals  some  enticing  lines  of  breeding  to  be  under¬ 
taken.  Before  offering  any  seedlings  the  hybridizer  will  have  to  be  familiar 
with  the  existing  forms  or  he  will  be  quite  apt  to  introduce  types  that  are  no 
better  than  or  even  quite  inferior  to  existing  wild  ones  already  in  captivity. 

Our  greatest  reason  for  withholding  distribution  of  these  Irises  until 
now  is  to  have  their  identifications  so  absolutely  accurate  as  to  provide  plants 
for  the  use  of  other  Commercial  Growers  in  checking  the  trueness  of  such 
as  they  may  have.  Unless  something  of  this  kind  be  done  the  situation  is 
practically  certain  to  become  so  confused  that  it  will  take  years  to  approxi¬ 
mately  straighten  it  out.  The  confusion  is  already  making  headway,  con¬ 
siderable. 

Prices  are  based  on  quality  and  on  available  stocks.  It  has  been  our 
intention  to  use  lower  prices  but  it  is  a  case  of  either  these  or  further  delay 
in  offering  at  all.  Of  many  of  the  very  best  we  have  only  four  or  five 
rhizomes,  and  a  number  of  those  are  not  procurable  from  any  other  source; 
it  should  be  quite  apparent  that  advantage  is  not  being  taken  of  that  monop¬ 


oly.
